Artificial aiftnnrcs Do Not Pay on Per- 


manent Pastures. 


la a talk on dairy farming recently 


given by Dr. Voeloker to the student* 
of tho Royal Agricultural College, he 
said of the management of pasture 
land, that while in some places steamed 
bone meal produces excellent results, 
ia others it produces no effect at all, 
even when applied ia very large quan- 
tities, This little item of experience, 
within 
the 
comparatively narrow 


boundaries of England, besides sug- 
gesting cautioh. in the use of this fertil- 
izer, also shows the folly of some 
writers for our agricultural papers, 


who, 
because they see no good effects 


of nitrogenous manures in their own 
immediate neighborhood, proceed to 
advise everybody else all over this great 
expanse of country not only to lay out 
no money for the costly nitrogen of 
commercial fertilizers, but also to pay 
no lieed to waste of nitrogen in their 
own stable manure, by overheating in 
the pile, or by leaching in the yard— 
most pernicious actvicc>. 


But Dr. Voelckcr also expresses his 


very decided opinion that the use of 
artificial manures generally, and espe- 
cially of guano or nitrate of soda, docs 
not pay on permanent pasture, He 
affirms that his own numerous experi- 
ments have taught him this lesson, and 
also that those which Lnwes and Gil- 
bert have been trying for so many 
years teach the same lesson. But 
something must be dono to replace 
what 
is 
carried 
oft' 
from 
the 


pasture in tho milk and meat sold, 
or it will surely run out sooner 
or later; henee h'is sound advice to 
feed oil-cake to tho pastured stock, and 
for this ho particularly recommends 
tho cake so easily had in this country— 
decorticated cotton-seed cake, given at 
the rate of two and one-half pounds 
,per day an animal, it' both pasture and 
cows ziro to be kept in good condition. 
At certain seasons of tho year, as m 
Ihs spring, when tho iirbt grass is 
eaten, ho would give undeoorticaled 
cake three pounds a day; its husks arc 
preventive against scours; ho would

For feeding dairy stock ia the barn 


ho quotes tho use of bean meal and oat 
imeal, one or both, as tho case may be, 
jby a veiy successful Scotch dairyman, 
' who supplies a round of customers who 


I want very rich milk. Voelcker himself 
liinds fivo pounds a day a head of a 
! mixture in equal parts of decorticated 
cotton-seed cake, bran, bean meal and 
oat meal to be ns good or better thaa 
'bean meal or oat meal alone. Another 
dairyman, every one of wlio^e Short- 
horn cows makes not less than $100 a 
year for him, ghes one bushel of brew- 
br's grains, two and a half pounds of 
ht>ean meal, two and a half pounds of 
Indian meal and forty pounds of hay 
to each animal; and in the summer, 
when the animals are m pasture, he 
igives two and a half pounds of decor- 
klcatcd cotton-seed cake. Thus it is 
seen that cotton-seed cake enters 


i largely into the milk ration in English 
dairy husbandry. 


Occasionally complaiht is made in 


'the papers that the cotton seed gives a 
taste- to the milk, but every such asser- 
tion always calls out so many expe- 
ricncc.s to the contrary from those who 
'have used it freely, and whoso milk 


• and butter are in many cases disposed 
of to fastidious customers, that there 
can be no doubt that if tho coke meal 
is clean and good, and is properly 
used, from two to four pounds a day 
may be given to each animal with only 
good results. Doubtless the larger the 
natural yield of the cow tho more liber- 
ally she may be fed with concentrated 
loader, as a general rule; but the care- 
lul farmer will always keep a watchful 
.eye on both cow and milk-pail, espe- 
cially when giving this high feed; even 
if tho health of tho animal is kept in 
prime condition, and allowing that the 
richer the fodder tho richer the manure, 
'it will depend upon tho profit with 
which the rich manure can be used, on 
crops that bring good prices, whether 
very rich feeding pays, unless it pays 
in the jnilk. Of toe use of oat meal for 
cows, mention is not often made in this" 
country; but vilion spoken of it is" 
always with praise. That it is bettor 
lhan corn meal theic can. be no doubt; 
it is richer in both albuminoids and 
ful; and tho usefulness of these U\o 
nutrionN, and especially tho former, 
for making milk is shown not only by 
I he H'Milts of nunif rous careful experi- 
ment-., but by the acknowledged use- 
fulness of oil-cake meal. Where this 
moal ii used freely there would be less 
use for oat meal, but under some cir- 
cumstances it might bo advantageously 
substituted for tho bran in the favorite 
mixture for rows of Indian meal nnd 
bran — A

Sister Josephine died In the hospital at 


six o'clock, and It is believed that three 
others have lost their lives. It can not 
yet bo ascertained whether all the chil- 
dren wore got out ot the building, but it 
Is thought that all escaped. Father Ma- 
honey, the priest In charge ot the asylum, 
waa still on the ground at midnight and 
Is positive that none ol the boys were lost 
In tho firs, but admits that some of them 
were injured by lulling and mother ways. 


Tho loss of llfu as known Is that of 


Sister Josephine, and tho woman who Is 
described as falling back Into the flames. 
Tho only person who could tell to a 
certainty whether all the boys escaped 
was Sister Josephine, who Is dead, bho 
was undoubtedly the last living person 
In tho building. 
All of the boys who wore In the dormi- 


tory havo been accounted for except tux. 


At midnight hundreds ot persons were 


on tho streets searching tor missing lads. 


Judge Andrew Walsh, the Treasurer ot 


tho asylum, says the total loss on the 
building, furniture and appurtenances, is 
8500,000, and tlio Insurance $200,000. 
The structure was begun In 1868, and flu- 
iNbod in 1870.

A Delicate Question for Senatorial In- 


vestigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December iy.— 


Tho Senate In executive session yester- 
day afternoou, besides conllrmlng a large 
number of nominations, indulged iu a 
spirited debate respecting tho publication 
In the public press of the Spanish and 
Niearaguan treaties, which are nowpend- 
ln». The point was made that the matter 
demanded an investigation by the Senate, 
and was followed by a motion to that 
effect which proposed that s special com- 
mittee be appoited 
for the purpose. 


Some Senators were of the opinion that 
the matter should be referred to tho Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, while 
others took the ground that as the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations was the real 
custodian ot the treaties until they were 
formally laid before the Senate, that Com- 
mittee soould conduct the Investigation.
